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THIS IS AN AMAZING STORY! 

On the morning of May 9th, 1981 the bowels of the earth opened at 
Winter Park, Florida. A city block of the Central Florida town was 
destroyed within moments. Geologists said that this was one of the 
largest sinkholes in history and certainly the most costly. A dry 
cleaner firm, a print shop, a television store, a drapery factory, a 
stereo shop, a car repair shop, a city owned swimming pool, 2 city 
streets and a house were swallowed. Total damage was in excess of 
2-1/2 million dollars. 


A sinkhole is caused when the porous limestone rock below 
ground is depleted of water due to drought and collapses. The sandy 
ground layer falls into the underground cavern. The Winter Park 
sinkhole was 400 by 450 feet wide and over 100 feet deep. 

Within minutes of the collapse a telephone call was made to 
Dennis Phillips (KA4RUL), who owned property on the southside of 
the hole. Phillips was unable to get any detailed information from 
the Police Department or Fire Department so he turned on his 2 
meter rig and called on the local repeater. He immediately made 


contact with Ed Cox (WORAO/4) who just happened to be at the rim | 
of the hole. Ed stayed on the air for nearly an hour providing in- 


formation to local amateurs. Phillips was able to gain access to his 
property and the area due to advice via ham radio and the efforts of 
Ed Cox. 


Officials advised that a Bell System long distance trunk line was 
damaged and that the phone communication link to South Florida 
would fail. Dennis Phillips quickly assembled a rag tag collection 
of gear and homebrewed an antenna system on his property at the 
edge of the crater. He began operation as KA4RUL Portable 4. 

The story of this massive earth collapse spread around the world. 
During the following hours hundreds of amateurs in the U.S. and 
’ abroad were provided with up to the minute information about their 

relatives, their property, and the other sinkholes that had 
_ developed on the parched Florida landscape. 


Every purpose of amateur radio as stated by the F.C.C. was 
accomplished and fulfilled by KA4RUL during the sinkhole 
operation. Activity was made on both S.S.B. and C.W. Phillips’ rig 
was a Drake TX4B and R4B. The antennas were a 20 meter coaxial 
- dipole and a 40 meter end fed Zepp through a Dentron Junior Tuner. 

Within a few days the hungry sinkhole had stabalized and the 
slow task of clean up and restoration began. As a monument to the 
good accomplishments of amateur radio and asa gesture of 
thanksgiving that his property was spared major damage, Dennis 
Phillips continued operation from the side of the sinkhole providing 
contacts with a humorous certificate and information on this 

geologic oddity..

DX WITH W4MB 

Dummy Loads for the DX’er (and others too). 

Its reached the point where it is impossible to have a QSO without 
being jammed one or more times by someone tuning up on 
frequency. The problem is somewhat worse on SSB, and is 
aggravated by the greater bandwidth of receivers in the SSB mode. 
All countries seem to be involved. 

The solution is simple. Everybody use a dummy load for tune-up. 
With just a little care and time in arranging the station auxiliaries, 
the tune-up process can be made quick, painless and QRM free. 

The things you need are: 

e The dummy load; , 
e Anantenna-load selector switch; and

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¢ Calibration dials on the equipment. 

And maybe we should add—the desire to reduce the QRM you 
cause. 

Visit the junk box, a surplus house or even Radio Shack, and get 
suitable-sized dials with at least 10 and preferably 100 calibration 
marks. Substitute these for all unmarked knobs or dials—save the 
originals for resale replacement. Now you can make a log of all 
settings for the bands you use. Retune completely in seconds! 

High-priced coax switches are fine, but unnecessary. Any switch 
or relay rated 3 amps and 250 volts is good for a kw. A wide-spaced 
ceramic insulated rotary is superb. Hint. Get one with two sections, 
one progressively shorting, and get your lighting protection at the 
same time—This is Florida. 

Good dummy loads are available commercially. Its also easy to 
make your own. Six 300 ohm, two-watt A-B carbon resistors in 
parallel are good for the average single package rig. Twenty or so 
in series parallel will handle any kw. 

A little cabling finishes the job. Now its simple. Set the knobs to 
the logged value and touch up in the dummy position. Now go to the 
antenna, and start transmitting normally—not a carrier. You may 
need to touch up the antenna tuner or final slightly, but the watt- 
meter or SWR meter will probably be plenty good without it. 

Now you are entitled to complain if someone-tunes up on the 
frequency you are using. Such a character deserves the same 
consideration as someone walking in the door uninvited and 
without knocking.

REPEATER NOTES 
By Woody, K4SCL 
If you are signing clear, it is necessary, according to current 
regs, to give the call-sign of at least one of the stations you are in 
_QSO with, or the recognized net identification, in addition to your 
own call-sign. Just saying ‘‘K4SCL clear”’ is not sufficient for legal 
identification. But ‘‘“K4IHH (or SPARC NET) this is K4SCL clear” 
is OK. This may take place on the SPARC repeater, but you don’t 
need to clear with the repeater. Although practical considerations 
may require you to call somebody to start a conversation, the regs” 
‘do not require you to give another station’s call-sign when begin- 
ning a QSO. Just your call is sufficient at beginning and at 10 
minute intervals until ending QSO when both his and your call are 
required. You are not prohibited from giving the other station’s 
call, if that is what you want to do. Similarly, you are not required 
to say ‘‘mobile 4’ or ‘‘portable 4’’, if you are a U.S. licensee. 
Foreign stations operating here are required to use the mobile 4 or 
portable 4. But once you have properly identified, using your call- 
sign, there is nothing to prohibit you from saying “‘portable’’ or 
“‘mobile’’ if you want — especially if you feel it would be significant 
information for the benefit or parties you are talking to. (SPARC 
GAP) 


AMATEURS AND AIRPORTS 

Amateurs living near airports will shortly be facing changes in 
licensing procedures. Under the present rules, amateurs living 
near airports must note so on their applications and submit a Form 
714 to; Gettysburg when renewing or modifying their licenses. 
Under’ the new procedure, which was agreed to by the com- 
missioners on January 13th and becomes effective as soon as ap- 
propriate forms can be prepared and distributed, those amateurs 
will have to submit detailed antenna information direct to the FCC 
Antenna Survey Branch for consideration and approval. 

Examination of the new Form 610, shows that apploicants are 
asked: ‘‘Is your antenna structure (1) over 60.1 meters (200 feet) 
above ground level or (2) less than 6.1 kilometers (3.8 miles) from 


‘the nearest airport runway?” (Item 9) The new Forrh 610 is dated 


August 1980. This new antenna information requirement is ob- 

viously an extension of FCC’s concern in this area. All applicants 

must now use the new Form 610 for all requests to the FCC. |

By Chuck Clark, K4ZN 


The National Traffic System bagan handling everything by nets. 
Section nets fed to region nets, then traffic went to area nets, and 
finally to a nation-wide net. Both the evening and the daytime 
cycles got started this way, but soon changed to the system we now 
have, with the Transcontinental Corps handling traffic between 
areas. 

Nets used, as its model, the organization of MARS nets. But 
MARS has a military mission, and so its traffic needs are 
somewhat different from those of the Amateur Service. In par- 
ticular, most traffic is on a horizontal level, between people 
everywhere and other people everywhere else. Concentrating all 
the traffic into a single channel makes sense in a military situation, 


- but creates bottlenecks in civilian operations. 


Here is an alternative suggestion. The region nets give their 
traffic to a representative as hertofore, but these representatives 
would contact receive representatives of the other regions instead 
of going to an area net. Regions would designate two or more such 
receive representatives, perhaps one on 40 meters and another on

20, the idea being to have someone to receive traffic on enough 
bands to ensure reception from all the other regions. Receive 
representatives would operate on published frequencies and would 
control the traffic on these frequencies. 

Would it take more operators? Probably not, or at Icust not many 
more. Eliminating the area nets would let the net controls and the 
TCC people use their skills in moving the traffic between regions. 
The proposed system would open the door to participation by 
Stations in the Deep South who often can’t hear the area nets up in 
Yankee land. And it would also expedite the traffic, eliminating 
several relays in many cases, and moving it more directly to its 
destination. Comments pro and con will be appreciated.

Charlie Watters, W4RHE, once told 
me, ‘‘Everything in this Universe has just one resonant frequency, 
Dick, whether it’s an antenna or a slab of lasagna, and you can’t 
beat the laws of physics.’’ (When Charlie looks at an antenna-tuner 
he says all he sees is one big resistor. ) 

The point? Well, the laws of physics don’t help much if you’ve got 
to cover a whole Ham band, but they really come to the aid of 
MARS members when propagation gets rough.

nicads. Some new lessons were learned, too. People really dolearn — 


that those bright yellow vests with the black lettering mean ‘“‘Hear 
comes communication.” They spot the ham from a block away. 
And the EC learned that he doesn’t have to be there for an exercise 
to go smoothly. Other people can handle the job, and they can 
handle it well. All they need is some experience, some help in 
getting it organized, and the willingness and maturity to grab hold 
and yet be flexible. 

The Superwalk in Tallahassee was held on March 21st. Nearly 
1000 walkers participated, and the pledges were for over 30,000, up 
$10,000 from the previous year. The amateur effort was coordinated 
by Lloyd Armstrong, AC4L. Net Control was George Thurston, 
W4MLE. THe 146.31/91 repeater (then WD4HWE, but now W4CUJ) 
belong to the Tallahassee Amateur Radio Society (TARS) was used 
as the primary frequency with 146.52 simplex used for a circuit 
between the start-finish checkpoint and net control. 


CENTRAL FLORIDA AMATEURS ACTIVE DURING WEATHER 
EMERGENCIES

Central Florida amateur radio operators provided com- 
munications during weather emergency situations twice during a 
four day period. Just after midnight on March 19th, heavy thun- 
derstorm activity in the vicinity of Orlando, resulted in several 
tornado touchdowns causing severe damage and injuries. Early the 
next morning, John Lenkerd, W4DNU (AEC for Skywarn), was 
requested by the Red Cross to activate the Orlando 2-meter 
emergency net via W4PLB/R, on 146.16/.76, as communications 
were required to the St. Cloud area. WA4FWX, was dispatched 
there and provided a link between the disaster site there and Red 
Cross Headquarters. W4DNU, and Don Allgor, KC4DU, operated 
from Red Cross. 


Because of the possibility of incoming Health and Welfare 
Traffic, Orange County EC Charles Anders, N4KF, alerted Bob 
Watson, W4DTV, who made liaison with the Florida Midday Traffic 
Net. The situation was declared under control shortly after noon 
and operations were secured. 


Three days later (March 22nd), the National Weather Service 
alerted W4DNU, that a severe weather watch and tornado alert had 
been declared for Lake, Orange, Osceola and Seminole Counties. 
After contacting other hams, John went to set up a station at NWS 
near the Orlando Airport. N4KF, activated the 16/76 net and also 
2.247 Khz. During the next five hours, over 60 amateurs par- 
ticipated and the severe weather alerts were extended to include 
most of the area from Daytona to Haines City. Check-ins were 
noted from a good number of the affected counties. Those 
monitoring 40 meters were kept abreast with up to the minute in- 


formation relayed from W4DNU. Among other assisting were’ 
W4WLX, chief enginner at WDBO-TV who acted as back-up NCS 


and relayed weather radar reports to those involved. The operation 
went very smoothy and K4KF, was pleased with the results.

FCC SUSPENDS AMATEUR LICENSES FOR MALICIOUS 
INTERFERENCE 

The Private Radio Bureau of the F.C.C. has suspended the 
licenses of two Amateur Extra Class operators and is considering 
revocation of their amateur radio station licenses. The two oper- 
ators involved in this action are Gerald J. Morin (W1GM) of San- 
ford, Maine and Leonard R. Boucher (K4MME) of Cantonment, 
Florida. Information received by the Commission revealed that 
both licensees deliberately interfered with the transmissions of 
other operators who were participating in radio “network” oper- 
ations. This interference occurred at various times from August, ' 
1980 to May, 1981 on 14,313 MHz and adjacent frequencies. 

Information before the Commission indicates that Morin & 
Boucher operated a split-frequency scheme to maliciously inter- 
fere with the Maritime Mobile Radio Net. This was accomplished 
by operating on frequencies adjacent to 14.313 MHz, thereby 
causing “splatter” which interfered with network public service 
communications. Specifically, this scheme delayed the United 
States Coast Guard in California from obtaining assistance from 
the net on May 17, 1981. 

The Commission views interference, in any radio service, as a 
very serious matter and the conduct of Morin and Boucher war- 
ranted suspension of their operating privileges. Consequently, on 
June 4, 1981, the Commission ordered that the amateur operat- 
or licenses of Gerard J. Morin and Leonard R. Boucher be sus- 
pended for the remainder of the license terms. The Commission 
also ordered the two operators to SHOW CAUSE why their ama- 
teur radio station licenses should not be revolked. 


FCC USING NEW TYPE OF * 
AMATEUR RADIO TELEGRAPHY TEST 

On September 29, 1980, the Federal Communications Commission 
began using ‘‘fill-in-the-blank’”’ type questions in its telegraphy 
tests for amateur radio operators. Previously, ‘‘multiple-choice’’ 
‘type questions were used. The change was made to prevent ap- 
plicants from using memorization techniques to cheat on the tests. 

The telegraphy tests determine whether or not an applicant can 
send and receive messages using International Morse Code at 
speeds of 5, 13 and 20 words per minute. Recently, the commission 

‘had obtained evidence that persons with no ability to send or 
receive telegraphy were passing the telegraphy tests by 
memorizing the test serial numbers and the “multiple-choice” 
answers. The ‘“‘fill-in-the-blank”’ questions now in use. do not have 
serial numbers or multiple-choice answers. 

Applicants taking the tests must still receive a ‘ie minute 
message, which is like messages which amateur radio opreators 
typically send to each other on the airwaves. Then they must an- 
swer ten “fill-in-the blank’’ questions about the message they 
received. Those who answer at least seven of the ten questions 
correctly pass the telegraphy test. 

The written tests on amateur radio rules, practices, procedures 
and technical subjects were not. affected by this change.
